Thoge who coul 
not be trusted out of confinement were 
taken t* Weyauwega, two miles dls 
tant, and placed in the town hall un 
der guard. After the fire was out nl 
of the patients were returned to thci 
r.uarters, little the worse for their ex 
perience, none showing any signs u 
tho strain which they had recentl 
undergone.

Weyauwega volunteer department re- 
ponded to a call. It was 9:30 before 
he fire was extinguished after consid- 
rable havoc had been wrought by fire 


and water. The "asylum is built in the 
form of a letter "E," the projections 
facing south, the center projection be- 
ing used as the administration portion 
of the structure and It was in the cu- 
pola of this part that the fire priglnat- 
ed, presumably from sparks from the 
chimney. At the time of the fire there 
were about 142 patients in the building 
and these were hastily removed to

Not one of them knew 
anything of money being used by any- 
body. Everyone declared that no one 
had approached him improperly and 
to a man they defended the right of 
citizens to come to Washington to 
confer with members of congress over 
legislation that was vital to their busi- 
ness and industries. 


One senator eaid: "The president 


will not be able to make good." He 
received his hardest jolts before the 
committee from members of his own 
party, when Senators Overman and 
Walsh, Democrats, began to ask ques- 
tions that seemed to indicate their 
lack of faith in the charges that had 
been preferred. 


A total disagreement with the views 


expressed by the president was held 
by Senator Clark of Arkansas, presi- 
dent pro tern of the senate, and by 
Senator Chamberlain of Oregon. 


It was given out at the White House 


that President Wilson had taken per- 
sonal charge of the inquiry, and that 
the Democratic members of the com- 
mittee would operate under his direc- 
tions.

Roosevelt Saturday won his libel suit 
against George A. Newell, editor of 
the Ishpemiag Iron Ore. Damages 
however, were only nominal, made 
possible by the attitude of the colonel 
who told the court he did not seek a 
punitive verdict. 


Judge Flannigan instructed the jur- 


ors to bring in a verdict for the plain- 
tiff, which they did without leaving 
their seats.. The colonel left for the 
east less than two hours after the con- 
clusion, of the case. 


As a climax of the case which has 


been on trial here a week, Mr. Newett 
himself took the witness atand and 
retracted the charge he had made. 


Uf said he had been impressed that 


an injustice had been done the colonel 
in the publication of the article and 
deeply regretted it. 


"It is fair to the plaintiff;" he said, 
to state that I have been unable to 
find in any section of the country any 
individual witness who is willing to 
state that he has personally seen Mr.

And furthermore 
suppose that everyone in Grand Rapid 
should attend church on the Lord's 
Day, would the churches in the citj 
have seating capacity for all? There 
are not too many ministers, I am sure 
The Congregational minister might be 
able to care for all the members of the 
Methodist, the Congregational and the 
Baptist churches, and so perhaps the 
Methodist minister might be able to 
care for the Congregational, the Meth- 
odist and the Baptist communicants 
but the Congregationalists would no: 
turn Methodists or Baptists, nor would 
tho Baptists'or Methodists turn Con- 
gregationalists in order to eliminate 
one or two churches and thus decrease 
the cost of labor. 
It is better that 


each one go ahead with the good work 
and that the stronger carry the bur- 
den of the weak, than to waste one 
word about such unifaction, because 
it would create more harm than good. 
There is a greater, more true union 
in this that we are all brethern and 
that we have one Lord. 


It would be ((iiite impossible for an 


English speaking minister of whatever 
denomination he might be to to labor 
satisfactorily among the Scandinavi- 
ans or Germans in this vicinity. The 
Norwegian and German pastors have 
all they can do in several scattered 
congregations and so has the Swedish 
pastor in his corner of the Lord's vine- 
yard, and 
they are 
each 
specially 


adapted for this work among their own 
people. 
* 


The little Swedish congregation in 


Grand Rapids helps to support a min- 
ister in the field. Without this sup- 
port it would Ije impossible to keep 
a minister. And Grand Rapids isi the 
os'if'iil center from which he can ri!ach 
neighboring colonies. 


There is a possibility that in a few 


years from hence there will be a. l;irge 
congregation of Swedes here in Grand 
Rapids. 
All depends on how we 3UC-, 


ceed in our church work. Will yo i be 
one of them who in after years w)uld 
say, "I invited the Swedes here by-giv- 
ing a large contribution toward their 
church building, and I am glad of it?"

Before that the work of destruc- 
tion had been completed. 
In the last century 


modern towns and villages In the vicinity carted 
off o.v floated down the Euphrates the last bricks 
of the foundation of the Tower of Babel. 
The 


foundation was over 
3GO feet square, a huge, 


bulky mass. Hillah, a modern Arab town, four 
miles south'of it, was built with the bricks of 
the ancient city. 
Thus perished the pride at 


Babylon. 


The temple of Esaglla, the most important 


Babylonian sanctuary brought to light, was a part 
of the Tower of Babel. Its ruins were uncovered 
by the German archaeologists after digging .a 
hole forty feet deep that was as broad. as the 
mouth of a Volcano. The two walls In the cen- 
ter of the picture mark the entrance to the pas- 
sage, a. quarter of a mile long, which connected 
tho ste'ep pyramid of Etomenankl, known in the 
Bible as the Tower of Babbl,- with'this temple. 


Because of the depth of. tbe debris caused by 


the action of the centuries which have veiled 
the earth here the entire 
foundation 
of the 


Tower of Babel has not yet been excavated, but 
tunnels at the floor level have been bored Into 
tho sides until the temple walls were properly 
established nnd then the whole edifice was meas- 
ured. • 
This is the oldest and most momentous ruin 


on account of its connection with tho Tower of 
Babel, and the .bricks which once represented 
mnselve masonry are now so brittle that one - 
can crush them between the fingers,

Where, "by the water of Babylon," the 
Jewish nation "sat down and wept," 
stand today staggering walls of an 
old-time splendor.

Robert Koldewey, director of archaeological re- 
search in Babylon, assisted by Dr. Oscar Hea- 
ther, has carried on his work, supported by the 
emperor of Germany. 


On tbe site shown In one of the pictures the 


Tower of Babel once stood. This is the scene 
of th« confusion of tongues of the biblical story. 
Several sites have been assigned to the tower. 
That this is the true site is the conclusion of Dr. 
Koldewey and his associates in tbe expedition 
««nt out by the Deutsche Orlentgesellschaft of 
Berlin. Other scholars who nave sought to !o> 


VPgJSAG? CttlfrtgCtfM? ZtWgR. Of 3E8ZT, 
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cate the site have lacked the evidence obtained 
by Dr. Koldewey in his extensive researches. 


Only the site Is left. 
Time and war and the 


elements assailed the tower. For twenty cen- 
turies it crumbled. It was a quarry of building 
materials for man. 
Practically 
Babylonia was 


left unexplored until the last quarter of the nine- 
teenth century. Before that the work of destruc- 
tion had been completed. 
In the last century 


modern towns and villages in the vicinity carted 
off 0" floated down the Euphrates the last bricks 
of the foundation of the Toner of Babel. 
The 


foundation was orer 360 feet square, a huge, 
bulky mass. Hillah, a modern Arab town, four 
miles sotth of it, was built with the bricks of 
the ancient city. 
Thus perishtd the pride of 


Babylon. 


The temple of Esagila, the most important 


Babylojian sanctuary brought to light, was a part 
of the Tower of Babel 
Its ruins were uncovered 


by the German archaeologists after digging a 
bole forty feet deep that was as broad as the 
mouth of a volcano. The two walls in the cen- 
ter of the picture mark the entrance to the pas- 
sage, a quarter of a mile long, which connected 
the steep pyramid of Etomenanki, known in the 
Bible as the Tower of Babel, with this temple 


Because of tbe depth of the debris caused by 


the action of the centuries which have veiled 
the earth here the entire 
foundation 
of the 


Tower of Babel has not jet been excavated, b'.it 
tunnels at the floor level have been bored into 
the sides until the temple walls were proper!} 
established and then the whole edifice was meao- 
ured 


This is the oldest and most momentous ruin 


on account of its connection with the Tower ol 
Babel, aud the bricks which once represented 
massive masonry are now so brittle that one 
can crush them between the fingers. 
! 


In the picture showing the ruins of Babylon 


the man on the left stands upon the remains of 
the brick pavement which was part of the long 
street named after Daniel, who, no doubt, him- 
self traversed Ha length many times. 
v In -the 


ruins on the right, in the hollow, there is the 
gate named after the goddess Ishtar 
This is the 


most prominent and best 
preserved 
ruin 
in 


Babvlon 
Its walls are adorned with reliefs of 


bulls, the holy animal of Nebo, and dragons, 
the holy animal of the god Marduk. 
It was 


through this gate that the processional road of 
the god of Marduk led, and passing it and turn- 
ing to the right, it led on to Nebuchadnezzar's 
throne hall. 


The excavations have brought to light many 


curious specimens of the work of the ancient 
people of Babylon. The largest piece of sculp- 
ture yet unearthed is that of a huge lion chis- 
eled out of an enormous block of granite brought 
down the Euphrates on a raft from Mesopotamia. 
It shows a lion standing over a prostrate man. 
The worlj is crude and probably is a product of 
the very1 earliest art of Babylon. 
The sculptor 


typifies the superiority of the lion's strength over 
man's 
Some coffins of the middle class were 


also found. 
They were of burned clay and like 


bathtubs in shape 
Some of them were verv 


short because of the custom of the Assyrians and 
Babylonians of burying their dead in a sitting 
position, with the head-1 between the 
knees 


These sarcophagi were 
deposltetd o f t e n in 
round roofed tombs, iu 
some of which have 
been found the bones 
of the dead of 2,500 
years ago. Many ot 
these coffins have been 
discovered in the exca- 


vations about the dwellings of the middle classes. 


While German research has definitely fixed the 


location of the Tower of Babel, the origin of the 
biblical story of the confusion of tongues has 
not been found in Babylon. 
That it is a world 


myth is the conclusion of scholars. It is inter- 
esting to note that a similar legend is found :n 
Central America in connection with the pyramid 
of Cholula, which was also Intended to reach 
the heavens and which brought disaster to its 
builders. 


But if this legend has not been verified by re- 


search the discoveries which have rewarded the 
labors of explorers and archaeologists in Baby- 
lonia have been many and of the highest valuo. 
Innumerable tablets have been collected which 
when deciphered will throw light upon a civiliza- 
tion which was born more than six thousand 
years ago. 
The oldest temple in the world hag 


been unearthed at Bisya 
Large square blocks 


have been discovered which date back to the 
reign of Sargon I., 3,800 years before Christ. 
Even older is a platform built of the peculiar 
convex bnck6 used in B. C. 4500 
Inscriptions 


on bricks fouhd in the temple at Bisya are 
stamped with the name of Dungi, B C. 2750.

cnimpled piece of gold bears, the name of Param 
Sim, B. C. 3750. 
So much for the age of the 


antiquities of Babylon. The best preserved edi- 
fice of ancient Babylon thus far 
unearthed 's 


the gate of the goddess Ishtar, of which the ma- 
sonry remains well nigh perfect after two thou- 
'sand years of neglect. 


What is even more interesting to the genera! 


public, modern research Is making the Baby- 
lonians live again after thousands of years. 
Much is known now of their daily life, their aims 
and occupations, their religious ceremonies 
It is 


possible to reconstruct something of the life of 
the prophet Daniel in Babylon. It is possible to 
follow the course of a procession in honor of 
the god Marduksthrough the gate of Ishtar to the 
palace of Nebuchadnezzar. 
The sepultures of 


the people and of the princes have been laid 
open. 


Everywhere on the walls of buildings are to 


be seen representations of the bull, which was 
the sacred animal of Babylon 


Though it is uncertain whether the ancient 


Babylonians were more civilized 
than 
their 


Egyptian contemporaries there is but little doubt 
that they were the pioneers of civilization in 
the whole of western Asia before Greece and 
Rome came to the front. Four thousand years 
B. C their system of writing had already been 
developed, and applied also the Semitic Baby-, 
Ionian tongue. 
Fourteen hundred years B. C. 


as the Tell-el-Amarna tablets testify, its use ex- 
tended over the whole of western Asia ,as far 
as the Mediterranean and Egypt. 
Though not 


a warlike people the 
Babylonians 
possessed 


more than once what might have been described 
at the time as a world-wide empire. They were 
energetic, intelligent, polished In their way and 
fond of letters. 
Excellent sculptures and en- 


gravings on hard stone exist to testify to their 
skill and artistic instincts. 
Representations of 


musical instruments imply also that the art of 
harmony was not altogether unknown to them. 
To this must be added agriculture, mensuration 
and mathematics, such as they were, and their 


legal enactments, codified apparently by Hanr- 
murabi, are in their way noteworthy 
produc- 


tions. 
In the .matter of literature we owe to 


them no less than three accounts of the crea- 
tion, two 'accounts of the flood, one of them put 
into the mouth of the Babylonian Noah (Ut- 
napistim or Atre-hasis), who is represented as 
relating it to the semi-mythical 
Gilgames, a 


primitive king of Erech. 
To these must, be 


added a number of other legends, such as the 
story of lire (the pestilence), Etanna, the horse 
and the ox, with many others—one at least, 
the story of Sargon of Agade, being historical. 


It is difficult to judge which was the more 


predominant characteristic of the Babylonians, 
their trading Instinct or their 
reverence 
for 


their gods, for both are equally marked. They 
had intercourse by means of trade with Elani 
on the east, Syria on the west, and many other 
places on the north and south. 
Slavery was 


common, and contracts concerning the buying, 
selling and hiring of slaves are frequently met 
'with 


One of the pictures shows an 
interesting 


phase of present day life. 
How would it feel 


if the worry of moving could be eliminated as 
in the picture of the Babylonian who is moving 
his household goods and chattels. 
The Baby- 


lonian gathers his earthly possessions together, 
carefully arranges his furniture (in most cases 
a rug) on the back of his donkey or mule, and 
with his family comfortably seated on the pack, 
he starts merrily off to some place which may 
strike his fancy. 


The transportation by any other means than 


that of the donkey or mule is unheard of by tha 
Babylonian who believes that this is the mode 
of transportation the world over. It is only the 
extremely wealthy, or personages of political 
importance, who can afford a carriage. A jour- 
ney on the back of a donkey or mule is filled 
with many hardships and is very 
slow 
and 


tedious to those unaccustomed to that mode of 
conveyance, but the Babylonian, knowing no 
better, is satisfied with his lot and thankful to 
Allah that he has a donkey or mule to carry 
him about wherever his business or fancy dic- 
tate.

The temple of Esagila, the most important 


Babylonian sanctuary brought to light, was a part 
of the Tower of Babel. Its ruins were uncovered 
by the German archaeologists after digging .a 
hole forty feet deep that was as broad. as the 
mouth of a 'volcano. The two walls in the cen- 
ter of the picture mark the entrance to the pas- 
sage, a quarter of a mile long, which connected 
the ste'ep pyramid of Etomenanki, known in the 
Bible as the Tower of Babel, with this temple.. 


Because of the depth of. the debris caused by 


Uie action of the centuries whi'ch have veiled 
the earth here the entire 
foundation 
of 
the 


Tower of Babel has not yet been excavated, but 
tunnels at the floor level have been bored in:o 
the sides until the temple walls were properly 
established and then the whole edifice was meas- 
ured. • 
This is the oldest and most momentous ruin 


on account of its connection with the Tower ol 
Babel, and the .bricks which once represented 
massive masonry are 
now so brittle that one • 


can crush them between the 
fingers.

In the picture showing the ruins of Babylon 


the man on the left stands upon the remains of 
the brick pavement which was part of the long 
street named after Daniel, who, no 'doubt, him- 
self traversed Its length many times. 
In-the 


ruins on the right, in the hollow, there is the 
gate named after the goddess Ishtar. This is the 
most prominent and best 
preserved 
ruin 
in 


Babylon. 
Its walls are adorned with reliefs of 


bull?, the holy 'animal of Nebo, and dragons, 
the holy animal of the god Marduk. 
It ..was 


through this gate" that the processional road of 
the"gob of Marduk led, and passing it and turn- 
ing to the right, it led on to Nebuchadnezzar's 
throne hall. 


The excavations have brought to light many 


curious specimens of the work of the ancient 
people of Babylon. 
The largest piece of sculp- 


ture yet unearthed is that of a huge lion chis- 
eled out of an enormous block of granite brought 


These sarcophagi were

round roofed tombs, in 
some of which hare 
been found the bones 
of the dead of 
2,500

these coffins have been 
discovered in .the exca-

While German research has definitely fixed the 


location of the Tower of Babel, the. origin of the. 
biblical ..-story .of the confusion , of tongues has;

myth is Tthe conclusion of scholars. It is inter- 
esting to note that a similar legend'is found in 
Central America in connection with the pyramid 
of Cholula, which was also intended to reach 
the heavens and which brought disaster to its 
builders.

ing raw land at prices two to ten 
times higher than improved farms can 
be bought for in Wisconsin. 
These 


circulars printed to tempt the eastern 
farmer, 
clerk, school 
teacher and 


others who have saved a little money, 
have induced hundreds from Wiscon- 
sin to invest in western irrigated lands 
and very few have Realized much pro- 
fit therefrom. 
The crops grow all 


right, not averaging nearly as great 
in yield as promised but can be de- 
pended on for a fair yield; the fly in 
the ointment is not the crop yield nor 
the quality of the crop, but the great 
drawback is the lack of market. The 
western boomer never mentions the 
sparse population that can absorb only 
a trifling portion of the crops, nor does 
he tell the land 
buyer 
about 
the 


freight rates to the real markets. Any 
statement of that sort would blow up 
the sale. 


While it is true that enormous crops 


of potatoes of the very finest quality 
may be secured from some irrigated 
districts, that apples in heavy yielt 
and of splendid color and condition 
are harvested, yet the grower does not 
make in net proceeds as much as the 
Wisconsin dairyman on land that sells 
for only a fraction of what is askec 
for the western lands. The reason is 
freight. 


The fact that investments in irrigat- 


ed lands have been over rated la evi- 
denced by a true statement which re- 
cently was related to the writer by 
one who spent several months In the 
Bitter Root Valley of Montana, ani 
who says only one side of the picture 
of alleged prosperity in the irrigated 
country is presented to the Investor 
3-nai year there wu-i a fln<j crop of 
tiitees and a haa^y yield of apples in 
'lie Bitter Root Val'.cy district, a sec- 
tion 70 miles long and about 12 miles 
wide, in Western Montana, a district 
boomed to beat the band. 
But the 


prices of farm produce have been so 
low the past winter In Hamilton anc 
other towns in that valley that farm 
ing was a losing instead of a winning 
game out there. 
For instance pota- 


toes were sold at 20 cents a.hundrej 
pounds. 
One man rented a large 


building last fall 
in Hamilton 
and 


stored his apple crop, about 6,00( 
bushels; he stored the fruit because 
he could not sell it at prices quotec 
and come out even after deducting 
freight. This month he has had to go 
to the added expense of hauling and 
dumping the rotten apples away from 
the town and thus lose his entire crop 
Many other similar losses were relat- 
ed, showing that not all is gold that 
glitters in irrigated land circulars. It 
is said many who have left the central 
west to seek their fortunes in the far 
west would be glad to get back home 
if they had the means. 


This ought to be a warning to Wis- 


consin people to carefully examine anc 
personally investigate the western lane 
proposition, so alluringly set forth by 
irrigated land boomers, before parting 
with the hard earned cash,—Appleton
